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Wrongful death suit

filed against teen's father

'Hie estates of Douglas Sparks and 
Alex Britl, two of the three 19-year- 
olds killed in Kenosha County, Wis., 
filed suit in the Lake County Circuit 
Court against the father of the third 
hoy, Matthew Elliot, alleging wrongful 
death and negligent entrustment. 

The plaintiffs' attorney, David 
llosenfclcl, said the suit alleges that 
Elliot was driving while intoxicated 
and lost control of his car, which was 
traveling at an estimated 100 mph. 
The car is believed to have become 
airborne when cresting a small hill 
north of the Illinois border. When the 
car landed, it left the roadway and 
slammed into a large oak tree, result- 
ing in the deaths of the three teens. 

The suit further alleges that Elliot 
had an alcohol and substance abuse 
problem that his father Brice Elliot 
knew of, and that the elder Elliot 



furnished his son with a sports car 
despite knowledge of the abuse 
problem and a poor driving record. 

"Matt had been released from a 
treatment program a couple of weeks 
prior to the accident," Hosenfeld 
said, lie added that Elliot's father 
knew his son had been in the 
program. 

Hosenfeld said the heirs of Britt 
and Sparks had hired him. The heirs 
include Brill's 6-year-old son and 
Sparks' parents and siblings. Accord- 
ing to Hosenfeld, Britt had been living 
with Sparks in Antioch at the time of 
his death. "I don't know where Matt 
Elliot was living at the time of his 
death," Hosenfeld said. 

While court rules require that a 
lawsuit seek unspecified damages, 
Hosenfeld said he would ask for an 
award in excess of $1 million on 
behalf of each family "based upon 

the gross ne^li^ence of Brice Elliot 

and Matthew Elliot."

Settlement agreement discussed by board

At the regular meeting of the 
board of directors of the Village of 
Antioch, resident John Horan asked 
village attorney Donald Anderson if 
he would care to make an opinion on 
die setdement agreement reached in 
1992 bet ween the Anests and the 
village. 

Anderson declined, citing the 
pending litigation between the 
village with both Deercrest and 
Neumann Homes that includes the 
Anest brothers. 

• Horan then asked if die board 
would request an opinion from the 



state's attorney. Anderson respond- 
ed, "I do not want to elicit an opinion 
that could be used against us." 
Anderson also noted that the state's 
attorney is representing Lake County 
in the Deercrest lawsuit. 

Trustee Barbara Porch said, "The 
county is not involved with Anest." 
Anderson countered, "It docs affect 
the Anest litigation." 

Horan asked why the village 
was trying to procure easements 
from the Lake County Forest 
Preserve Dist. that now owns the 
Click property, and not waiting 
until some aspect of the pending 
litigation is settled. "It is necessary 
for our obligation to that area, to 



the property owners who have been 
paying for the system." 

Trustee Dorothy Larson made a 
motion to ask the state's attorney to 
look at the setdement agreement. 
But with three trustees absent, it 
would have taken a unanimous vote 
from the quorum for approval. 

Later Anderson said there was 
nothing in the 1992 setdement agree- 
ment that would destroy the validity 
of the initial annexation of the Anest 
property in 1989. The setdement 
agreement was in response to 
petition put forward by the Anests to 
de-annex from the village. Anderson 
said, "It wouldn't take the property 
out of the village."

Boat fires occur hours apart

Antioch firefighters extinguished 
two weekend boat fires, including 
one that caused approximately 
$7,000 damage. 

The fires occurred at 2:06 p.m. 
and at 5:28 p.m. on July 21 at the 
Sandbar Marina located at 40870 
Douglas in unincorporated Antioch. 

In the first incident, witnesses 
said a man leapt from a boat and into 
the shallow waters of Lake Marie just 
a moment before the boat was 
engulfed in smoke and flames. 

Mike Navarrete was tending bar 
at Ynot At The Sandbar, which is 
adjacent to the launch area, when he 
heard the explosion. "1 heard this big 
bang followed by yelling and a huge 
commotion," Navarrete said. "Every- 
one in the bar started to get up and 
go over to\the window. I went to see 
why and I saw the smoke coming 



from the boat." 

Navarrete and another man from 
the bar ran outside with a fire extin- 
guisher. Their hopes of putting out 
the fire were dashed when the extin- 
guisher ran out of chemicals. 

"It was only a few minutes but 
the fire just got so big so fast," Navar- 
rete said. "We really tried to help, we 
emptied a full fire extinguisher and 
luckily die fire department got here 

right after that." 

Navarrete said a large section of 
die pier had been extensively burned. 
The explosion propelled several 
items that were on the boat, includ- 
ing a buoy, some seat cushions and a 
life preserver, into a neighbor's yard 
approximately 100 yards away from 
the scene. "There were about 100 
boats gathered around the marina by 
the time it was over. People as far 
away as Blarney's Island and Elamin- 
go Bay were coming in afterward to 
say diey saw the fire and smoke from 
out there," Navarrete explained. 



Antioch Fire Dept. information 
officer Chris Lienhardt said the fire 
caused about $7,000 worth of damage 
to die cabin cmiser and die pier. 

Hours later, firefighters returned 
to die area for a second boat fire. "With 
die second fire, there was a mechani- 
cal problem. The boat was out and 
drove to the Sandbar when it started 
smoking," said Lienhardt. "I think we 
were only there about 20 minutes, and 
die damage was under $2,000." 

The incidents underscored the 
need for boaters to operate their 
vessels safely. 

"With the first fire, I think the 
owner forgot to turn on the blowers 
while filling the boat with gas. A 
buildup of fumes caused the boat to 
catch on fire and part of the pier," 
said Lienhardt. "There was potential- 
ly a risk to the pumps as well. The 
lesson here is that if you have blowers 
on your boat, use them."

Completion of $3 million project about 18 months away

Within about 18 months, both 
the addition to and the renovation 
of the Antioch Public Library will 
be complete. Work on the addition 
is expected to take the next 12 
months to complete and the reno- 
vation project an additional five to 
six months.

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ositions filed in ongoing Antioch sewer battle

In the ongoing battle over sewer case- 
ments filed by Otto Sprengcr and the limited li- 
ability company (LLC) Deercrest against Lake 
County, the Village of Antioch and the Forest 
Preserve Dist. since it has closed on the pur- 
chase of the Click property, depositions are be- 
ing taken by the plaintiffs for the purposes of 
discovery. 

Marc Neuerman, a participant in Deer- 
crest, LLC, said, "We have taken depositions 
from several people, and may take a couple 
more. There is a lot of helpful information in 
the depositions." 

According to Neuerman, Judge John Gosh- 
garian, who denied the county's motion to dis- 
miss in June, is to set the next court date and 
added. "The (Like County) Forest Preserves 
and the county have been dragging their 



fceL.Thc county has another set of objectives." 
A good portion of the material contained 
within the depositions discusses the differ- 
ences between what Like County may have in- 
tended to do and what it is legally obliged to do. 
Among those who have been deposed arc 
Martin (Al) Galantha, superintendent of public 
works for Lake County and a Lake County em- 
ployee of 25 years; Robert Depke, former chair- 
man of the Like County board from 1990-96; 
Dwight Aaron Magalis, Like County adminis- 
trator for 22 years who now lobbies for Lake 
County as executive director of Metro Coun- 
ties, a non-profit group; Karl Nollenbcrger, 
Lake County administrator for the past two 
years; and Judith Martini, elected to the Lake 
County board in 1994. 

While most of the Lake County officials de- 
posed hedge on what the county's responsibil- 
ities and obligations are, not everything is a 
matter to debate. The members who sit on 



Like County's board are the same people who 
serve on the board of the Lake County Forest 
Preserves, 13 (of 23) of whom are reported to 
be the same today as in the early to mid '90s. 

There is an establishing ordinance 
adopted by Lake County on Dec. 2, 1994, 
that created the Northeast Lake Facilities 
Planning Area Special Service Area (NFFPA 
SSA), often referred to as the special service 
area that includes the properties west of Rte. 
45 and referred to as Antioch's Fast Sub 
Area. Later the Lake County board voted to 
amend the PFs (population equivalents) 
from 9,900 to 22,000 allowing for greater 
densities in that area. 

There is an agreement dated Nov. 17, 1995, 
between Lake County and the Village of Anti- 
och governing the properties west of Rte. 45. 
Galantha testified, "Antioch had an application 
before NIPCI (Northeastern Illinois Planning 
Commission proceedings, sic) to construct 



their own new treatment plant to serve this so- 
called east side of town. And after the hearing 
process was concluded, NIPCI and EPA (Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency), for that matter, 
ruled that the area known as the Northeast Fa- 
cility Planning Area was to be served by the 
County. And Antioch basically agreed to join us 
in development of that regional system." 

At about the time of the establishing ordi- 
nance, take County solicited letters from 
landowners west of Rte. 45 that casements 
would be granted for the proposed system. 
When asked by the plaintiffs lawyer, Depke 
answered, "Letters were sent out for people 
that were interested in hooking up to the sew- 
er, and then letters were sent for easements 
also." lie added that these letters had gone to 
property owners both cast and west of Rte. 45. 
He also confirmed that these letters were a 
form letter drafted by the county's attorney 
and sent on the county's behalf.

ost of us, regardless of whether male or female, can recall a time when 
we were younger and mom, dad or some other relative would take us 
fishing. 

While some youngsters dread the very idea of fishing, or worse yet, 
baiting their own hooks, for so many of us each of these special fishing 
trips had one thing in common — a stop at a bait shop. 
These special stops at bait shops 
were often ritualistic in nature 
for some, especially 
over-eager fathers, uncles or 
grandfathers who had made 
it a habit of stopping by the 
same ragged-looking build- 
ing not just for minnows or 
worms, but for something 
more — advice. Let's not forget 
about that friendly smile from the 
man or woman behind the counter that gave 
you the feeling (whether real or perceived) that you 
had a better chance at catching more fish than anyone else out on the lake, 
pond or river that day. 

Memories aside, something is happening to these old bait shops. Gone 
are the days when you can just drive through any town and expect to see the 
worn paint on the side of a wooden building that reads, "LIVE BAIT." Simply 
put, these types of businesses are few and far between in Lake County. They 
are vanishing. 

"I wouldn't get into this business if 1 had it to do all over again," said 
lames Tstinic, who owns Jim's Bait & Tackle in Fox Lake. 

Despite his statement, there is a lot Tstinic loves about what he does. 
Because he loved fishing and hunting, he decided to purchase the bait 
shop four years ago, and commented on how much he enjoyed the freedom 
of not having to answer to anyone else. But don't be fooled — owning and 
operating a bait shop isn't all fun and games. 

"You're your own best salesman or your worst enemy," Tstinic said. "One of 
the most important things is you have to keep it (the store) open. Location is 
key. There used to be about four or five working bait places in town. Now there's only two." 

What makes this number even more interesting is the feet the two bait 
shops are in such close proximity to the Chain of Lakes. So why the decline in the number 
of bait shops? There are several reasons. 

Ralph Erdmann, who owns the Wauconda Trading Post, which sells live bait, bird 
houses and bent wood chairs, theorizes that corporations like Wal-Mart, K-Mart and 

others have contributed to the demise of many bait shops. They can buy in bulk more 
easily than a small business would be able to. 

Erdmann, a nine-year Wauconda resident, may be one of the lucky ones. Although 
he has only had the Trading Post for a short time, the building he operates has name 
recognition, having been in business under various owners for 80 years. He, as well as 
Tstinic, both feel that there is one big advantage that they have over corporations — their 
familiarity with local lakes, rivers and ponds. Plus, both like to pass along helpful tips or 
information when they get the chance.

"If you like me you'll come in here (into my store)," said Tstinic. "If you don't, bless 
your heart, you'll go somewhere else." 

While one may not make a small fortune owning a bait shop, it can be enough to live 
on if things are run properly. For Erdmann, it happened on a whim shortly after he was 
laid off a job. He seems at peace with what he does for a living, as do most people who 

operate a bait shop. 

Ken Hines, who owns the Country Corner in 
Mundelein, says he sells groceries and beer in addition 
to live bait. 

"There's just not enough business in this part of the 
country to make a living off of selling bait (alone)," he 

said. 

Diehard fishermen will be pleased to know that 

Country Corner sports a legend of sorts 

inside its walls at Rte. 60/83 and Diamond 

Lake Rd. On display is the actual Illinois 

state record Largemouth Bass, tipping the 

scales at 13 pounds, 1 ounce. It was caught in 1976 in 

a strip mine at the corner of Milwaukee Ave. and 

Aptakistic Rd. 

Sadly, these types of places that offer service on 

such a personal level are becoming fewer and fewer in number. 

Chandler's, a longtime bait 

shop (and one of the biggest in 

Lake County) on Rte. 12 in the 

Volo area has closed. Another 

one, also on Rte. 12 in Fox Lake, 

has closed within the last two 

years. 
Other than Tstinic, Hines, and 

Erdmann's businesses, there are 

only a handful of operational bait 

shops in Lake County, 

including those in Antioch, 

Waukegan, Ingleside and Zion. 
So the next lime you take your son or 
daughter fishing, or even if you're by yourself, 
take the time to stop at one of these bait 
shops should you get the chance. When you 
walk in and hear the ringing of bells on the 
door or the humming sound of the 
minnow tanks being oxygenated, not only 
will you likely get some friendly advice and a 
smile, but you also will have a chance to get a 
glimpse of the way things used to be.

More than 750,000 visitors are expected to attend the 
exhibition, which will be held on the second level of the Art 
Institute's Daniel F. and Ada L Rice Building, Sept. 22-Jan. 13, 2002, 
before traveling to the co-organizing institution, the Van Gogh 
Museum in Amsterdam. 

The exhibition brings together 1 30 works - mainly paintings, as 
well as drawings, sculptures and ceramics - from 63 public and 
private collections around the world, including the U.S., Canada, 
Europe, Israel, Japan and Russia. Groundbreaking in subject and 
method, it is the first exhibition to highlight the personal and profes- 
sional relationship of two of history's most fascinating artists - 
Vincent van Gogh (1853-90) and Paul Gauguin (1848-1903). Their 
mutual admiration, stormy friendship, extended professional 
dialogue and eight-week period collaboration in Aries, France, in 
1888, constitute one of the most dramatic sagas in the history of 
modern art. The exhibition will demonstrate that the Van Gogh and 
the Gauguin we have come to know would never have existed 
without the intense turmoil and mutual artistic influence that so 
deeply marked their relationship. 

Over the course of this century, both artists have each received a 



great deal of scholarly attention. But while references to their 
turbulent interaction abound, there has been no major study on the 
relationship of the two artists, and the formative influence of the one 
on the other, beginning in the mid- 1880s and continuing to the ends 
of their careers.

Lemon Creme Brulee 



Serves 6 



3-&4 cups heavy cream 
Grated zest of 2 lemons 
1 vanilla bean, split lengthwise 
34 cup plus 3 Tbl. sugar, divided 



9 egg yolks 

legg 

34 cup freshly squeezed lemon 

juice 



Preheat oven to 275°. In a large saucepan, combine the cream and lemon zest. 
Scrape the seeds from the vanilla bean and add them to the pan, along with the bean. 
Bring just to a boil, then remove the heat. 

In a large bowl, whisk together 1/2 cup plus 1 tablespoon sugar, the egg yolks, egg 
and lemon juice. Whisk in the cream mixture quickly so that the egg does not cook. Strain 
through a fine-mesh sieve. Rinse and air-dry the vanilla bean, which can be used to make 
vanilla sugar. Divide the mixture among six 10-ounce gratin dishes. Place the gratin dishes 
in a roasting pan. Slide the middle rack partially out of the oven and place the pan on the 
rack. Pour boiling water into the pan to a depth of about 1/4 inch, making sure none of the 
water comes over the sides and into the dishes. Carefully slide the rack back into the oven 
Bake for 15 to 17 minutes, or until the custard jiggles slightly when you tap a dish but is 
set. Carefully remove the gratin dishes from the water and let cool. Refrigerate for at least 
3 hours. 

To serve, sprinkle 1 tablespoon sugar evenly over 1 custard. Use a hand-held blow- 
torch to evenly caramelize the sugar, keeping the blowtorch moving and about 3 inches 
above the dish (do only one dish at a time, or the sugar will liquefy while waiting on the 
custard). Repeat with the remaining custards.

2001 Senior Citizens Assessment 
Freeze application forms mailed 



Senior citizens in Lake County should watch 
for their 2000 Senior Citizens Assessment Freeze 
Homestead Exemption Application which was in 
the mail by the end of June. Any senior citizen who 
receives the Senior Homestead Exemption will re- 
ceive the application form the Freeze Program. 

Seniors who are eligible for this program 
must meet all of the following criteria: 

1. Be 65 years of ago 

2. Have a 2000 total household income of 
$40,000 or less 

3. Have ownership and had the property in 
question be their principal residence on both 
Jan. 1, 2000 and Jan. 1, 2001. 

Applications are filed with the Chief Coun- 
ty Assessment office of Lake County at 18 N. 



County St., 8th Floor, in Waukegan. The dead- 
line for filing will be Sept. 1 5. 

This exemption freezes the taxable value 
for a senior citizen's home at the level of as- 
sessment of their first accepted application. 
'Hie exemption does not freeze tax rates or tax 
bills, but is a program which is geared to keep 
seniors property tax bills stable. 

If a senior citizen is applying for this ex- 
emption as a first time applicant, they can ob- 
tain the form from their local township asses- 
sor's office or from the Chief County Assess- 
ment office in the County Building. Anyone 
with questions on how to complete the form 
can call the Chief County Assessment office at 
377-2050 for additional information.

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SMC emerges as 
wetlands savior 

Every once in awhile, the forces for big government 
recognize that some matters are better handled at the 
local level. That seems to be the case in Illinois for 
wetlands protection where Lake County is leading the 
way in formulating regulations to safeguard isolated wet- 
lands. 

A new approach to protecting one of nature's most im- 
portant resources became necessary when a U.S. Supreme 
Court decision ended U.S. Army Corps of Engineers jursidic- 
tion over isolated wetlands, those not connected to any other 
body of water. 

The Lake County approach, and what is anticipated to 
become a model, is handing over isolated wetlands jurisdic- 
tion to the county's Stormwater Management Commission 
(SMC). The SMC assignment is a notable example of the 
"push down" theory of dealing with problems rather than 
the Great Society notion for super government. 

County officials are to be applauded for stepping up to 
handle wetlands protection, which had become a hodge- 
podge under the overburdened Army Corps. It was ridicu- 
lous that the Army Corps, stretched for years with manage- 
ment of navigitable waters, had to oversee sink holes, cattails 
and transient water spots. 

The impossibility of non-local managements comes into 
focus when considering that Lake County has an estimated 
4,000 isolated wetlands averaging less than two acres in size. 

SMC should be up to the task. Created to reduced flood- 
ing and control stormwater, the 10-year-old agency has es- 
tablished a commendable record. Especially noteworthy 
has been SMC's ability to blend disparate interests for the 
common good. When organized, the agency was given only 
a long shot of bringing together municipalities, county gov- 
ernment and private interests mostly in the form of builders 
and developers. 

Under the leadership of SMC executive director Ward 
Miller and former chairman Dick Welton, the agency has 
succeeded admirably in a locality subject to a wide variety of 
water management problems. SMC has won respect and 
has a track record of achievement. 

There's no reason to believe SMC won't be just as suc- 
cessful dealing with isolated wetland protection.

Fair surprise: air conditioning 



Always a combination of old 
and new, the Lake County 
Fair is featuring air condi- 
tioning in some of the 
commercial exhibit buildings this 
year, "sort of an experiment," report- 
ed Dave Bonner, executive director. 

Long-time fair fans, who associ- 
ate the annual exposition running 
through Sunday, July 29, with brow- 
mopping heat and soggy shirts, are 
being surprised. 

Sprinkling in new wrinkles while 
retaining time-honored contests 
and events is intentional on the part 
of fair officials headed by President 
David DeYoung. The fair board of 
nine persons is the nucleus of the 
team of workers and exhibitors that 
swells to more than 1 1,000 persons 
during fair week. 

As Bonner noted, part of the 
charm of a county fair is renewing 
old experiences, often extending 
back to childhood, while blending in 
just enough new events to make the 
fair visit exciting. 

That's why this reporter never 
fails to check out the gardening ex- 
hibits and dairy cattle on display. In 
1942, a transplanted city kid showed 
off his Victory Garden produce at an 
abbreviated war-time fair in Viking 
Park, Gurnee, and was wowed to 
earn 14th prize. Worth a crisp $1 bill, 
by the way. Next year, the kid and 
his brother took their 4-H calves to 
the fair at Wauconda. We didn't win 
any ribbons, but the competition 
was fun and a chance to learn. Farm 
youngsters in the know employed a 
touch of black shoe polish to make 
the hooves on a Holstein heifer 
show better. A life lesson learned at

The future of Social Security-need a public dialogue 









During the 2000 election, 
Social Security was a 
"hot-button" issue. It usu- 
ally is. 
The election was over seven 
months ago. Except for President 
George W. Bush's announcement of 
a 16-member commission to study 
the social security system, we 
haven't heard much about Social Se- 
curity. 

1 believe that the viability of a 
strong Social Security system is so 
vital to the future of America and a 
healthy economy that we must have 
a continuing public forum and de- 
bate on the issue. 

In this column, I have often cau- 
tioned against reliance on govern- 
ment studies and commissions 
which are often slanted from the

start. To leave the future of Social Se 
curity in the hands of a commission 
that may be weighted against the 
best interests of America's seniors 
and disabled citizens would be cata- 
strophic. 

As 1 recall, the last time that a 
commission was formed to study 
Social Security was in the early 80s 
by President Ronald Reagan. It was 
chaired by Alan Greenspan, who at 
the time admitted that he was not 



an expert on Social Security. He did 
acknowledge that a healthy Social 
Security was important to the na- 
tion's economy, of which he was an 
expert. 

When President Reagan inlro- v , 
duced the panel, he gave the mes- 
sage that amongst the reforms to be 
considered would be the "partial 
privatization" of Social Security. The 
"red light" was turned on that ef- 
forts would be made that monies 
could be diverted from payroll taxes 
into private accounts. In plainer 
language, it would allow some in- 
vestments into the stock market in- 
stead of relying on U.S. Treasury se- 
curities. 

History will record that the re- 
forms that were developed by Rea- 
gan's commission, in spite of being 



weighted toward some "privatiza- 
tion," didn't include it in the end 
product. The many who opposed 
privatization leaned on the late 
Congressman Claude Pepper, from 
Florida, who was a "champion of 
Social Security, and privatization 
was "laid to rest." 

This time, the commission is 
again weighted in favor of the use of 
"private accounts" to partially fund 
Social Security. President Bush 
named Daniel Patrick Moynihan, 
former Democratic senator from 
New York, as one of the co-chair- 
man of the commission, no doubt 
because he has consistently pur- 
sued the privatization of Social Se- 
curity.

So 1 took the test and waited for that in- 
visible wizard inside the computer to give me 
a score. 

"Congratulations," il cheerfully an- 
nounced. "Your general IQ score is 103. Aver- 
age is 90 to 110." . 

I'm only average? I am, indeed, "Mister 
103"? I always knew 1 wasn't brilliant but fig- 
ured maybe a tad above average.

I knew I wasn't exactly a candidate for 
Mensa, that elite society of intellectuals who 
rank in the top 2 percent of IQ scores, 132 or 
higher. Members of Mensa include actresses 
Geena Davis and Sharon Stone, the latter with 
an astronomical IQ of 154.

The idea of the library board propos- 
ing a separation of the Cook Library 
District presumably ai the municipal 
boundaries of the Village of Vernon ' 
Hills at the south and Libertyville at the north 
can be discussed and should be abandoned 
after the first meeting. 

Cook Library District operates the Cook 
Library on a little over $4.5 million dollars an- 
nually. The equalized assessed valuation, 
which is the property tax base that generates 
substantially all of the library's operating 
funds, has about 47 percent of its tax base 
(EAV) in Vernon Hills or south, and 53 per- 
cent in Libertyville or north. 

The proposed separation would mean 
Cook Library in Libertyville would be forced 
to operate with half of its current funding 
and the cutbacks would be too devastating to 

contemplate.

Mortimer Adler died at the age of 98. He's 
not likely to be remembered as one of the 
great figures of the 20th century, but perhaps 
he should be. Half a century ago Adler and 
his associates published the multi-volume 
Great Books set, which created a sensation 
nationwide. He oversaw the revised edition 
of that set some 40 years later. He also found- 
ed the Institute for Philosophical Research 
and the Great Books Foundation, among oth- 
er important organizations. He authored 
some 50 books, most of them on philosophi- 
cal topics, all of them accessible to the gener- 
al public. 

Adler encouraged discussions of impor- 
tant ideas at every level. Such discussions 
could be agonizing, but they led to a better 
understanding of the key issues by all in- 
volved. If every philosopher could achieve as 
much, the world would have reason to be 

grateful.

Health Dept. offers tips on traveling with pets 



Summer is here and many people are 
planning to travel with their pets. Whether it 
is a road trip across the country or sailing 
across Lake Michigan, traveling with your 
,peis takes preparation. Following are some 
safety tips from the Lake County Health De- 
partment/Community Health Center for pet 
owners who travel with their pets. 

First, if you arc planning a long trip or va- 
cation, you want to be certain that your pet is 
in good health. Scheduling a check-up with a 
veterinarian is the best way to find out if your 
pet is in condition to travel. While at the vet- 
erinarian's office you can obtain a health cer- 
tificate for proof of a rabies vaccination. You 
should carry this certificate while traveling 
with your pet. 

If you are traveling 
by car with your pet: 

• Don't allow your pet to stick his or her 
head outside the window. Doing so can sub- 
ject your pet to injury by flying debris or illness 
by having cold air forced into his lungs. Never 
transport a pet in the back of a pickup truck. 

• If he is accustomed to one, secure your 
canine with a restraining harness (that works 
like seatbelts work for people) to ensure your 
canine is safe during travel. Or place your dog 
in a well-ventilated, hard-sided kennel. Al- 
ways keep cats in carriers while traveling by 
car for your safety as well as theirs. 

• Never leave your pet unattended in a 
parked car. On warm days, the temperature 
in your car can rise to 120 degrees in minutes, 
even with the windows slightly opened. Also, 
an animal left alone in a car is an open invita- 
tion to pet thieves. 

If you are traveling by plane, there are 
risks. According to the Airline Transportation 
Association (ATA), over 500,000 animals trav- 
el by air every year and every year an estimat- 
ed 5,000 of these animals are killed, injured or 
lost. The Humane Society of the United 
States does not recommend traveling with 

pets via air. 

If traveling via 
air is the only 

• Call the airline to check health and im- 
munization requirements for your pet. 

• Notify the captain and at least one flight 
attendant that your pet is traveling in the cargo 
hold. If the captain knows there are pets on 
board, he or she may take special precautions. 

• Take small animals in carriers that fit 



under die seat on board with you. Contact 
airlines to find out specific requirements, in- 
cluding type and measurements of carrier, for 
taking your pet on board. 

• Fit your pet with a collar that can't get 
caught in carrier doors. 

• just as you would with luggage, place an 
identification card on your pet's collar as well 
as its carrier. This ID should include your 
name, address and a phone number along 
with the address and phone number of your 
destination. 

If you are traveling 
by ship or train: 

• With the exception of assistance dogs, 
only a few cruise lines accept pets. Contact 



cruise lines in advance about their policies 
and kennel facilities. 

• Amtrak currently does not accept pets 
for transport unless they are assistance dogs. 
There may be smaller U.S. railroad compa- 
nies that permit animals on board their 
trains. Many trains in Europe allow pets. 

If you decide not to travel with your pet, 
make arrangements with a close friend or 
family member to pet-sit. Hiring a profes- 
sional pet sitter or placing your pet in a 
boarding kennel are alternate ways of mak- 
ing sure that your pet is comfortable and 
well taken care of in your absence. For more

Community IMPACT, a joint effort of 
Lake Forest Hospital Cardiac Rehab staff and 
Trustmark Insurance Company employee 
volunteers, has been awarded the Lake 
County Volunteer Award.

I think your ef- 
fort is very admirable and your concern is 
heartwarming, but unfortunately, if you pre- 
sented it, your concern would probably be 
met with defensiveness and nasi in ess. Most 
people do not like to be told or showed that 
they are not doing a good job of parenting 
their kids. 

With that said, 1 will say that I think our 
society in general has a real parenting crisis 
going on. Very unfortunately, parents in this 
society have been told too many wrong

things by books. From faulty information, 
many parents believe that complete permis- 
siveness and quiet reasoning arc the way to 
go. They have been taught that if you negoti- 
ate with a screaming child, you are teaching 
the child that his or her opinion counts for 
something. They have been taught to ignore 
obnoxious and heinous behavior and have 
been told that it goes away if they do that. 
These are just a few of the illogical things that 
I have seen cause the destruction of many a 
kid. How do I know this? Because I see par- 
ents every day who have tried those ways and 
found them to do nothing more than create 
an out of control child. Then I help them put 
it right. I call it the "walking on eggshells gen- 
eration." Too many tantrums, too many par- 
ents walking on eggshells to avoid the 
tantrums! Do not get me wrong. I do not 
blame parents at all for this. When I browse 
the shelves of the bookstores and see what is 
out there and available to teach parents how 
to stop bad behavior, it is no wonder for me 
why there are so many parents and kids hav- 
ing trouble and sadly, so many parents who 
are not enjoying their children the way they 
could. 

What is missing from most if not all of 
these books is the concept that what makes 
bad behavior go away is effective, appropri- 
ate punishment. Appropriate punishment is 
truly the only thing that stops it. Many of 
these experts get upset with the concept of 
punishment because they feel it is terrible or 
hurts the child somehow. I disagree whole- 
heartedly. I believe the child who is never 
punished, never learns his or her behavior is 
not acceptable, and never learns how to be- 
have correctly, ultimately suffers much more 
punishment in life, and later in life, he or she 



suffers that punishment with people who do 
not care about him or her. Which is more 
punishlng...allowing a child to grow up think- 
ing that obnoxious behavior is OK or training 
the child the right way around loving parents 
so he or she can live successfully and peace- 
fully? 

Now, when I say punishment, I do not 
mean beatings, spankings or anything else 
physically abusive, because that is not true 
punishment. That is power abuse and there is 
a big difference. I am talking about actions 
taken by parents that cost the child some- 
thing important and I do not mean taking 
away privileges because in my experience it 
does not work! Not for long anyway. There are 
plenty of ways to wake a child up to getting 
rid of certain behaviors. 

The problem is that many parents are 
afraid to implement the punishment for fear 
of the child not loving them anymore, the au- 
thorities coming to get them, or looking like a 
bad parent. There are lots of reasons. I tell 
parents everyday that good discipline is one 
of the most important things a parent will 
ever do for a child. And, your child will love 
you always, even through discipline, if you do 
true discipline and not power abuse. No one 
loves a power abuser. The hard part but the . 
truth is that we arc raising our kids to live 
without us. That takes self-discipline. Self-dis- 
cipline grows from appropriate parental dis- 
cipline. Sometimes that takes things that do 
not feel very good to us as well as our kids. 



And, the authorities arc not going to come get 
you unless you are doing something inappro- 
priate and good discipline is never inappro- 
priate. 

Another reason many parents do not dis- 
cipline their kids right away effectively is be- 
cause they themselves might have been vic- 
tims of a power abuser and now they arc go- 
ing the opposite direction. They are not aware 
the there is a such thing as appropriate disci- 
pline, a middle ground between doing noth- 
ing and power abuse. 

Again, please remember that if you di- 
rectly present this to your neighbor, you will 
more than likely alienate your relationship 
and cause a lot of defensiveness. If she reads 
my column, maybe she'll catch it, but I would 
tread lightly!

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Amidst all the planning and bustle, a wed- 
ding can fly by for the bride and groom, barely 
giving them enough time to enjoy their special 
day. Photographers and videographers help 
preserve the special moments before, during 
and after the ceremony, capturing moments 
that will last a lifetime. 

Photographers and videographers are ver- 
satile and can mingle with your guests, taking 
pictures and taping various parties at your re- 
ception. Many of these images the bride and 
groom never see while at the reception and help 
share moments that might have been missed. 

The best bet is to ask friends and relatives 
for photographic references. Browse through 
their wedding albums to see if you like their 
photographers' work. If you have more pho- 
tographers to choose from, couples can make a 
selection that will fit their budget and the style 
of photography they desire at their wedding. 

When selecting a photographer, take a look 
at their portfolio to see what style of pho- 
tographs they take. Question the photographer 
about how many pictures will be taken at each 
site, what photo packages they offer and the 
cost of each, what size prints are offered in what 
format, the cost per print and how much the 
deposit will be. 

Discuss when you would like to have pictures 
taken. Sometimes taking pictures after a ceremo- 
ny, when guests have already left, alleviates stress 
on the bride and groom caused by a crunched 
time schedule. Also decide whether you would 
like mostly candids or posed photographs. 

Many couples also inquire about black and 
white photography, which has become very 
popular, as an option to be included in their 
photography package. Black and white photos 
emphasize textures and details, such as buttons 
and bows, placing the focus on the subject 
rather than the color. 

Many couples choose to have a separate al- 
bum for black and white photos. Black and 
white photos can also have hand-colored oils 
added, adding subtle color accents to the pho- 
tograph, while the attention still remains fo- 
cused on the subjects. Pictures taken with reg- 
ular film are usually developed one to two 
weeks after the event. 

Digital photography is becoming popular 
with couples who wish to put their prints on a 
web site for distant relatives and friends to view. 
The image quality is less sharp, but can be 
viewed right after they have been taken. Many 
photographers charge twice as much for digital 
photography, so be aware of the cost if you have

allotted a certain amount of money in your 
budget for a photographer. 

When choosing which prints for your wed- 
ding album, separate me pictures into different 
groups. This will make choosing a few favorite 
pictures from each group easier. Making a de- 
cision regarding which prints you want to in- 
clude in your album can take many weeks be- 
fore a final decision is made. 

Wedding videos can be the next best thing 
to being at the ceremony. Videos are great for 

people who couldn't make it to share your 
special day. 

View some tapes the videographer has tak- 
en from previous weddings to get a feel for what 
to expect as a final product. Different editing op- 
tions can also be discussed, such as dissolves, 
text, graphics and adding music to the tape. 

Don't forget to ask the videographer about 
the type of packages they offer, as well as what 
type of equipment they will be using. Some 
videographers use multiple cameras to capture 
the wedding ceremony and reception, which 
might increase the overall cost. 

If you plan on making multiple copies, ask 
how many tapes are included in each package 
and if the cost is included in the package pricey 
If not, ask about the cost per tape and how 
much time is required to make duplicates. 

When hiring a photographer or videogra- 
pher for your wedding, start looking early. Ser- 
vices should be booked nine to 12 months in 
advance to ensure you will have the perfect 
photographer or videographer to capture that 
special moment in life.

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Super Seniors find home at Stonewall Orchard

What organization would allow one to 
make money and build a retirement fund while 
playing golf all at the same time? 

Try the Super Seniors of the Senior Profes- 
sional Golfer's Association. 

The Senior PGA Tour consists of players 50- 
ycars and older. But the Super Seniors, which 
started in 1 9B7 under original sponsor H.I. II 
Nabisco, consists of players 60-and-older. 

"It's really great. It's like a tournament 
within a tournament," said Senior PGA Tour 
player and Super Senior Rocky Thompson, 
winner of over $200,000 on the 2000 Super Se- 
nior money list. "We call it double-dipping." 

What Thompson refers to is that at almost 
every stop on the Senior PGA Tour, the Super 
Seniors have their own event within the actual 
tournament. 

Normal Super Senior tour events begin on 
Friday and conclude Saturday, while the regu- 
lar tournament includes a final round on Sun- 
days. There are approximately 1 7 Super Senior 
events during the season. 

The normal purse for each Super Senior 
event is $200,000. with $34,000 going to the 
winner. 

"The best thing about 'double-dipping' is 
that you can make money in the Super Senior 
event and still have a chance to cash in for the 
regular tournament," said Kevin Thomason, 
Administrator for the Super Seniors Program 
for current sponsor Georgia Pacific. Georgia 
Pacific, based in Atlanta, is the umbrella spon- 
sor for the PGA Tour. "We try and get at least 13 
Super Seniors for each event." 

On top of that, earnings from the Super Se- 
nior events can be applied towards a retire- 
ment fund. 

"They can contribute to it and draw from it 
as long as they play in at least 1 1 events," added 
Thomason. "It's a nice supplemental income 
with Georgia Pacific's program. That's how we 
set it up originally." 

The only controversy, according to 
Thomason, is that spots for the regular Senior 
events are limited if you have loo many Super 



Seniors in the field. 

"The challenge is keeping the Super Senior 
events competitive. The less marquee names 
we have, the less we sell the tournament," said 
Thomason. 

And the Super Seniors have definitely 
found a home at Grayslake's Stonewall Or- 
chard, at least for the past two years. It all hap- 
pened by accident, but Stonewall Director of 
Golf and Managing Partner Bob Malpede wel- 
comes it with open arms. 

"With the heavy rains two years ago, Mar- 
riott, who was going to hold the Super Senior 
Pro-Am, was under water," he said. "So opera- 
tions suggested our course. They called me 24 
hours before the event was going to take place 
and we worked things out. I don't think any- 
one's disappointed. Everyone loves the course." 

While the last two Super Senior Pro-Am's 
have been held at Stonewall, next summer is- 
n't a lock as of yet. 

"We'd certainly love to host this again next 
summer," added Malpede. "We've developed 
a nice marriage with Georgia Pacific. Overall, 
though, hosting an event like this hopefully will 
lead to the possibilities of hosting other pro- 
fessional events." 

Meanwhile, the latest Super Senior Pro-Am 
was held at Stonewall July 19. 

Thirteen Super Seniors, or legends of the 
game, gathered for the SBC Pro-Am, serving as 
a prelude to the SBC Senior Open tour event 
held at Kemper Lakes over the weekend. 

The field at Stonewall included the likes of 
Thompson, Jimmy Powell, 2001 Super Senior 
money leader George Archer, Lee Elder, Mike 
Hill, Tommy Aaron, Jim Albus, Tom Shaw, J.C. 
Snead, Dewitt Weaver, Jim Dent, 70-year-old 
Super Senior Miller Barber and Al Geiberger, 
also known as 'Mr. 59' for shooting the first 
sub-60 round in a regular tour event in 1997. 

"This is a terrific golf course, probably one 
of (architect) Arthur Hills' best pieces of work," 
said Geiberger. 

Each Super Senior was paired with four 
amateur partners in the Texas scramble for- 
mat, which consisted of all players in the group 
hitting their first two. shots. From there, the 
group takes the best shot and everyone plays

Rabid bats identified in Lake County 

Residents advised to avoid contact 



The Lake County Health Department/ 
Community Health Center is urging Lake 
County residents to avoid contact with hats. 
The health department identified two rabid 
bats; one found in Wildwood tested positive 
for rabies on July 11 . No human contact with 
that bat was reported. Another bat found in 
Zipil tested positive for rabies on July 17. 
Since the bat was (lying inside an apartment 
complex, human contact could have oc- 
curred. Five people living at the complex 
were advised to receive post-exposure rabies 
treatment. 

Rabies is a fatal disease that affects the ner- 
vous system of humans and other mammals. It 
is transmitted by bite of a rabid animal or by a 
contact between infected saliva and open 
wounds or mucous membranes of the eyes, 
nose, or mouth. There is no airborne transmis- 
sion in buildings or from bat blood, urine or fe- 
ces. 

Hats don't always show clear symptoms of 
rabies. Residents should not try to catch or 
touch bats. In addition, a bat that is active by 
day, is found in a place where bats are not usu- 
ally seen (such as in your home or on the lawn), 
or is unable to fly, is far more likely than others 
to be rabid. 

The health department offered a few lips to 
prevent rabies: 

•Teach children never to handle unfamil- 
iar animals, even if they appear friendly. "Love 



your own, leave others alone" is a good princi- 
ple for them to learn. 

• Keep vaccinations current for all of your 
pets. If outside, keep your pets under direct su- 
pervision. 

• Keep stray animals out of your neighbor- 
hood by calling Animal Control. Consider hav- 
ing your pets spayed or neutered. 

• Contact animal control authority to have 
all dead, sick or suspicious bats tested for ra- 
bies if contact with people or pets may have oc- 
curred. 

• Wash any wound from an animal with 
soap and water and seek medical attention im- 
mediately. 

• Prevent bats from entering living quarters 
of occupied spaces in homes, churches, 
schools and other similar areas where they 
might come in contact with people. 

Many are unaware that bats play an im- 
portant ecological role. They kill insects, in- 
cluding mosquitoes that may transmit various 
diseases. Several species are protected under 
the Endangered Species Act. 

If there is a possibility that you or a family 
member have been bitten or touched by a bat 
(even while sleeping), call a physician and the 
health department immediately at 360-6423.

ods for excluding or testing bats, call the health 
department's animal control facility at 949-

Illinois nursing homes mobilize 
to help seniors beat the heat 



When temperatures and humidity rise, 
nursing homes around Illinois go on alert. A 
statewide association of long term care facil- 
ities is offering tips to the public on how to 
keep seniors safe and comfortable. 

As part of its effort to protect seniors from 
extreme heat, the Illinois Council on long 
term care has sent out a heat protocol devel- 
oped by the Illinois Department of Public 
Health. 

Based on the experience and nursing 
homes have gained in serving the elderly, the 
Illinois Council on long term care advises 
everyone to take the following steps to pro- 
tect seniors from extreme heat: 

• Check the air-conditioning system fre- 
quently and monitor the temperature fre- 
quently. 

• If the air-conditioning breaks down, 
have a plan ready. 

• If you do not have air conditioning, 
cross ventilate. Open windows on opposite 



sides of the building to increase air flow. 

• Pay special attention to people most at 
risk— those with heart, circulatory, and pul- 
monary problems. 

• Because of decreased thirst awareness, 
seniors do not always know when they need 
fluid. Encourage them to drink more fluids 
when it is hot. 

• Light and loose clothing are best. 

• Shade windows exposed to direct sun- 
light. 

• Keep an eye out for seniors with signs of 
discomfort. 

• Move seniors to the coolest possible 
place in the building. 

• Many medicines, including diuretics, 
sedatives, hypnotics, and anticholinergics, 
can make a person more susceptible to heat 
stress. 

All seniors and their caregivers should be 
aware of symptoms that can signal a heat-re- 
lated illness.

Don't let your plants get thirsty 



To get more bloom from your flowers: 
l.Trim hardy chrysanthemums, boltonia 
and asters 2 to 4 inches one last time by mid- 
month to increase flower production and 
fuller plants. 

2. Divide bearded iris every three years to 
promote new growth and a better blooming 
next season. 

3. Divide Oriental poppies as the foliage 
withers but leave portions of the root systems 
intact because they will generate new plants 
next season. 

4. Fertilize roses for the last time by the 
end of the month to stimulate new growth in 
time to mature and harden off. 

•Do not become complacent about wa- 
tering due to the wet spring. Spring rains have 
caused plants to put out abundant growth. If 
drought conditions follow, plants could have 
magnified damage. 

•Closely monitor the soil moisture around 
crab apples which may have been partially 
defoliated by apple scab due to the wet 



spring. 

•Apply slug control to hosta and flower 
beds. Due to the wet spring, slugs (related to 
the snail family but without a shell) are a 
problem. Signs of damage include leaves that 
have been eaten or a general decline of the 
plant due to slugs having eaten the roots. 

•Inspect trees for green insects commonly 
called "plant bug" or "leaf hoppers." They are 
easily detected on leaves that are curling and 
discolored. Honeylocust and ash are most of- 
ten affected. 

•Consider starting a compost pile. Some 
guidelines: 

1 . Alternate 4 to 6 inch layers of organic 
material and soil in a pile. 

2. Water each layer if it is dry. 

3. Add a general- purpose 10-10-10 fertilizer 
on top of each layer. 

4. Turn the pile every five to six weeks. 

5. Use as mulch or as a soil amendment in 6 
to 12 months, depending on the material's 
rate of decomposition.

Use a high quality lightly colored paper for your resume, such as off 
while. Do nol use paper thai Is dark or paper thai hxs a visible pattern 
in the background. You want \ our resume lo stand out In the stack of 
resumes, hut you do not want it lo appear pudy. 

Irjw as much open space as povsihle tin the resume, including wide 
margins and double-spacing where povsihle.

A 
week later when I had nut heard from them 1 called the corporate 
office where 1 had none fur the interview only to find out that i 
was no longer being considered for the position because I told 
them that I would not comply with their pre-employment screen- 
ing process. 1 am angry because I really named to work for this 
company, and weitt through a three step process thinking for sure 
1 would be hired on. My friends all say how unfair that was to dis- 
miss my capabilities on a technicality and how discriminating that 
was. I have enclosed the name of the company but please don't 
print it. I'erhaps you can look into this Mm of practice and Inform 
me what I should do.Thank you in advance. W. J. - Vox Lake (via e- 
mail) 

As Amazing to me how quick people are to use the word discrim- 
inating. Thai is not a good thing. In many cases, what one person 
considers to be a discrimination can actually be their own mistak- 
en tack of knowledge or naivete. Credit checks during the pre- 
employment screening process are commonplace among many 
companies and industries as a whole nationwide. Some common 
Industries that you would expect this from, are, financial institu- 
tions, pharmaceutical corporations, security corporations manu- 
facturers, and the list just continues to grow. I am quite familiar 
wilh the company in question and can explain your failure to com- 
ply wilh their process would have ended any Idea of employment 
with them.

During the interviewing process, keep in mind that 
there may be many things that corporations wilt ask of you titat 
may rub you the wrong way. It is all up to you how much you 
choose to protest. There are so many factors these days to back- 
ground check that you may or may not be aware of. Criminal, DM V, 
Credit, Drug, Alcohol, High School and/or College Degree are 
among those used, and the list goes on. Not all corporations incor- 
porate them all into their structure, some have other types of veri- 
fication some have more and some have less. It is all up to you 
what you will accept as employment standards you think are fair 
or noi. Even with a college degree, It's Interesting how sometimes 
it Is what you don't learn in college that can hurt you the most.
